In the Office Action, the Examiner has required an election of species. Specifically, the 
Examiner states that the application contains claims directed to the following groups, which 
encompass patentably distinct species: 
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a. Binding entities (see claim 46); 

b. Functional group of the binding entities (see claim 45); 

c. Plasma monomers (see claims 54-67); and 

d. Substrates (see claim 76). 

The Examiner has required election of a single species for each of the above-identified 

groups. 

Applicants elect the following: 

a. Cells as the binding entity; 

b. Carboxyl group as the functional group of the binding entity; 

c. Carboxylic acid as the plasma monomer; and 

d. Plastics as the substrate. 

The claims readable on the elected species are at least as follows: 44-46, 49-53, 55, 62 
and 67-84.
